All Sunday afternoon and night, and 
until daylight this morning, Attorney 
fired with the determination to 
protect his property and at the same 
time not to be bluffed by these threats, 
stood guard at 80 Bellgrade avenue 
with a double-barreled shotgun and 
an ample supply of shells loaded with 
buck shot. 

Police on Scene. 

He was assisted in the long vigil by 
W. F. Cassels and A. J. Cloud, adjoin- 
ing property owners, who feared the 
threats would be carried out against 
them aiso, and no report of violence 
came from the scene up until 3 o’clock 
this morning. Police Officers Hardaway 
and Dodd, who were on the scene until 
midnight, ready to give any assistance 
if needed, and were relieved at that 
hour by other officers. 

The unusual situation is the result 
primarily of the plans of J.M. Armistead 
and Mrs. Tims to take possession of 
the property Thursday as one step in 
the direction of a gigantic scheme said 
to be on foot among them to lay claim 
to all that property on which 
de Leon park is located, involving over 
100 in land worth over $2,000,- 
000. 

Armistead claims that al] the prop- 
having been granted to 
and his brothers and sisters by 
father some 8&5 years ago.

Chickamauga Park, July 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)——Colonel. E. E. Pomeroy, com- 
mander of the Fifth Georgia regiment, 
and mayor pro tem. of Atlanta, was 
this morning elected president of the 
Georgia National Guard Officers’ Asso- 
ciation. to succeed Colone] Walter Har- 
ris, of Macon, whose term expired to- 
day. In a most appropriate speech 
of acceptance, Colonel Pomeroy thank. 
ed the organization for the honor, ane 
promised the association his best ef- 
forts in its behalf. 

The election occurred at the regular 
annual meeting of the officers’ a&sso- 
ciation. The only other officer chosen 
at the meeting was Major M: J. Dan- 
iel, of Griffin, who succeeds himself 
as secretary and treasurer of the as- 
sociation, 

The meeting proved to be one of the 
most interesting in the.history of the 
organization. Present were practical- 
ly all of the cfficers of the Georgia 
brigade. A number of most interest- 
ing talks on timely subjects were made 
after the business session had been 
brought to a close. 


Governor Addresses Officers. 

Governor Brown was one of the 
speakers. He told of the interest he 
felt in the national guardsmen of 
Georgia, showed how much their very 
existence meant to the state, spoke in 
glowing terms of what he has seen 
of the Georgia’ brigade since coming 
to Chickamauga, and told how glad he 
was to know that Georgia has a 
citizen-soldiery of which even the most 
critica] officers of the regular service 
are forced to speak well. 

Major Kuhn, of {he tegular armvy., 
read a most interesting paper on tut 
Japanese army and the Japanese sol- 
dier. He told of how great are the 
strides being made by the army of that 
country, showed how our own nation 
may well emulate Japan’s example in 
certain military methods, and made a 
strong plea for cocperation between 
the militia and the regulars. 

Colonel Wisser, of the regular army, 
was another who read a most inter- 
esting paper. He chose for his sub- 
ject the discussion of the use and 
value of aeroplanes and dirigible bal- 
loons in warfare. The colonel’s paper 
proved to be one of the features of 
the meeting, and was listened to with 
absorbing interest by all present.

StateeWide Prohibition 
the Issue in Campaign. 


There Are Four Candidates for 
Governor, and Senator Bailey 
Is Supporting Poindexter, 
Who Favors Constitutional 
Prohibition. 


Dallas, Texas, July 17.—State-wide 
prohibition is the leading issue in-a 
campaign now on in the democratic 
party of Texas to select nominees for 
all state offices from governor down 
to constable. 

. Primaries will be held on July 23, 
with about 180 candidates to be voted 
on, a number unusually large in the 
big Lone Star State. In addition, 
instructions will be given for United 
States senator for the term beginning 
March 4, 1911, and Senator Charles A. 
Culberson is without opposition for 
reelection to this office. 

Nomination will be equivalent ‘*o 
election, except in two or three legisla- 
tive districts, and the candidate re- 
ceiving the highest number of votes 
becomes the nominee. 

: Attitude of Batley. 

The activities of certain men of high 
political standing have added to the 
campaign important features other

than prohibition. The attitude of. 
United States Senator Joseph W. Bai- 
ley is being generally watched, be- 
cause of the influence it may have on 
his fortunes when he becomes a can- 
didate for reelection two years froin 
now. About two years ago Mr. Bailey 
announced that he favored the -exist- 
ing local option system, but was op- 
posed to state-wide prohibition. In 
speeches since congress adjourned, 
Senator Bailey has given his support 
to Judge William Poindexter, for gov- 
ernor, on the grounds of friendship. 
Judge Poindexter favors amending the 
constitution to. prohibit “liquor traf- 
fic,””’ but opposes a statutory state-wide 
prohibition act as being unconstity- 
tional. 
Four Candidates for Governor. 

There are four candidates. for gov- 
ernor, the other three being Cone 
Johnson, Oscar B. Colquitt and , 
Davidson. 

Mr. Johnson favors state-wide pro- 
hibition. He has announced that if 
the next legislature refuses to submit 
a prohibition constitutional amend- 
ment for popular decision he will at- 
tempt to have the legislature pass a 
state-wide prohibition statute. 

Mr. Colquitt opposes state-wide prohi- 
bition, and also ts against submission 
of the amendment unless two-tniras of 
the districts shall instruct for it in 
the primaries. Many of Senator Bal- 
ley’s friends are supporting Mr. Col- 
quitt. He is q@ member of the state 
railroad commission. 

Mr. Davidson résigned the office of 
attorney general to make the race on 
his record as a trust prosecutor. He 
opposes prohibition, but favors sub- 
mitting the amendment because of the 
demands for it which democratic voters 
made two years ago. i 

Campbell Adds Excitement. 

Governor Campbell has added a dash 
of excitement to the campaign by call- 
ing a special session of the legisla- 
ture to meet four days before the pri- 
maries, and letting it be known that in 
event of Mr. Colquitt’s nomination he 
will ask the legislature to call a con- 
stitutional corfvention, the significance 
of this move being that the convention 
can be called by a Simple majority 
vote of the legislature, whereas a con- 
stitutional amendment requires a two- 
thirds vote for submission. The gov- 
ernor is understood to favor any of the 
candidates except Mr. Colquitt, who 
has bitterly assailed the present ad- 
ministration. 

In the primaries the voters will have 
the opportunity to vote “for submis- 
sion” or “against submission.” 

The Congressional Fight. 

Ten of the present democratic con- 
gressmen are opposed in the primaries. 
Congressmen Randell, Beall, Gillespie, 
Stephens and Gregg nave opposition. 
For the unexpired term of Gordon Rus- 
sell, who recently resigned to accept a 
federal judgeship, there are four candi- 
dates and also four others for the next 
regular term in that district. 

The other. parties wil] hold precinct 
conventions on July 23, the democrat- 
ie party being the only one required 
t> hold primaries. The republican 
party's probable nominee for governor 
is J. O. Terrell, of San Antonio, a weli- 
known democrat. Two years ago an- 
other democrat, John N. Simpson, df 
Dallas, was the republican guberna- 
torial nominee.

Friends of Mrs. Crippen, known un- 
der the stage name of Belle Elmore, 
are convinced that the body, which is 
now awaiting the coroners inqueét, 
will prove to be that of the missing 
singer. The physicians who have made 
an examination of the body are con- 
vinced from an examination of the 
dead woman's heart, that she did not 
suffer from disease of that organ. 
Whether it will be possible to prove 
the identity cannot be told until the 
evidence is placed before the board of 
investigation.

OF SPOT COTTON 


Staple Rushed to N. ¥. 
on Special Trains. 


Railroads Under Contract to 
Put Cotton in New York in 
Ninety-Six Hours --- Demand 
for the Cotton Created by 
the July Squeeze. 


New Orleans, July 17.—As a result of 
the scarcity of spot cotton which the 
so-called July squeeze has brought 
about in New York, the south is being 
drained of practically all available cot- 
ton. Coastwise shipments from Sa- 
vVannah, New Orleans, Mobile and Gal- 
veston have been heavy for a week 
Or more, and with the jump of July 
options to 16.53 in the New York fu- 
ture market yesterday, the highest 
price recorded since the Sully campaign 
in 1903, telegraphic orders began to 
pour into Memphis, New Orleans, Hous- 
ton and other spot centers, calling for 
the shipment on special trains of al! 
cotton that could. be bought. 

Local spot houses have made ar- 
rangements for special! trains over the 
Illinois Central and the New York 
Central railroads to carry a part of 
this cotton to New York. One of these 
specials, carrying.3,000 bales, jeft New 
Orleans this morning and another, also 
bearing a large shipment, went from 
here tonight. The railroads are under 
contract to pfht the cotton in New 
York within ninety-six hours and the 
trains will be operated on fruit erx- 
press schedules. The Seuthern Pecific 
steamers Comus and Antilles carried 
heavy shipments of cotton to New York 
last week and the Momus will. carry 
a large cargo this week. Houston, 
Memphis and. other important markets 
also report heavy shipments. 

With middling cotton selling at 
16.1-16c a nound in New Orleans, .15c¢ 
in Memywis and 15 3-4¢e in Houston, the 
southern shippers will make profits 
averaging about $4 a bale. »

AIGHER CRITICISM 


Says Higher Critic No 
Saver of Souls. 


Magnificent Methodist House 
of Worship Is Dedicated at 
Washington, Ga. ~~ Bishop 
Morrison Preaches Sermon. 


Washington, Ga., July 17.—(Special.) 
Bishop Morrison, of Birmingham, Alza., 
preached a powerful sermon at the 
First Methodist church nere this morn- 
ing, his theme being “The Church of 
God.” The occasion was the dedication 
of the magnificent house of worship 
which has recently been completed by 
the Methodists of Washington at a 
cost of more than $25,000. The edifice 
is one of the handsomest structures of 
its kind in the state, recently freed of 
all debt which permitted of the dedica- 
tory service today. 

“The two great forces for evil in the 
church today is equally divided be- 
tween the pew and the pulpit,” declar- 
ed the bishop. “In the pew we have 
that force whieh comes in the attempt 
to serve both God and mammon.

WAGE-EARNERS FAIL 
TO MAKE ENDS MEET 


Annual Deficit Is Reported 
in the Accounts of 
Families. 


Washington, July 17.—An annual 

deficit of $9.98 in the cost of living of 
families of wage-earners and salaried 
persons in Germany was revealed in 
an investigation by the imperial sta- 
tistical office of that country, accord- 
ing to a report in the possession of 
e department of labor. 
The inquiry was made in Germany 
in 1907 and 1908, 852 families being in- 
cluded in, the canvass. All of the fami- 
lies kept a complete account of ex- 
penditures for a fulj year. Only five 
of the families had annual incomes 
approximating $1,190. The average 
annual income of the 852 familes was 
$521.72, while the average annual ex- 
penditure was $531.70, an average defi- 
cit of $9.98. 

Of the average expenditure, $242.17. 
or 45.5 per cent, was for food and 


drink: $95.50, or 18 per cent, for rent 
and maintenance of dwellings; 12.6 per 
for clothing, laundry, etc.; 4.1 
per cent for heating and lighting, and 
19.8 per cent for miscellaneous pur- 
poses. The average annual expendi- 
ture for meat was $63.15, or 26.1 per 
cent of all expenditures for food. The 
families investigated numbered 3,952 
persons, or an average of 4.64 persons 
per family.

Sensational Report Made 
by Special Agent. 


ng Argument for Alexan- 
der Bill Found in Report of 
National Child Labor Com- 
mittee Agent on Conditions 
in Leading Georgia Cities. 


In connection with the 
has been introduced in the legislature 
by Representative Hooper Alexander, 
of DeKalb county, to prohibit corpor- 
ations from employing messengers in 
their service during the night hours 
under the age of 21 years, a sensational 
report has beén made by Edward F. 
Brown, special agent of the National 
Child Labor committee, who has made 
a searching investigation of the con-~ 
ditions existing in Atlanta, Savannah, 
Auguste and Macon. 

This report has been made to Rev. 
A. J. McKelway, secretary for Geor- 
gia of the National Child Labor com- 
mittee, and the facts contained there- 
in have been sworn to before a notary 
public in Fulton county. 

Influences of Night Work. 

It contains twenty-one pages, 
states that for the most part 
messengers must answer calls 
disorderly houses, cary notes 


patrons of these houses, buy 
opium, cocaine and other narcot- 
ics for the women and their patrons, 
purchase liquors during lawful and un- 
lawful hours and carry notes to gamb- 
ling houses and do miscellaneous, er- 
rands for the habitues of the under- 
world. 

The special agent starts his report 
with an investigation conducted at Sa- 
vannah. There he met a small white 
boy, fifteen years old, who said that 
most of the'calls he made at night 
were at disorderly houses, the inmates 
of the places sending him around with 
notes, and to get beer and lunches. 
He speaks of meeting another boy 
thirteen years old, who told practically 
the same story as the first, only that 
he buys whisky for the inmates. 
These two boys, the report says, smok- 
ed cigarettes almost incessantly. 

The special agent called at the of- 
fice of a certain corporation to get 
a boy to carry a bundle for him, and 
to show him around Savannah. This 
boy said that he made numbers of 
calls to the “houses,” because “there's 
big money in it.” This messenger is 
16 years old, and drinks, smokes and 
gambles. He accosted a fourth boy, 
16. years of age, who substantiated the 
stories of the rest, and gave a~- list 
from memory of the “houses” upon 
which he made calls almost every 
night.

Conditions in Augusta. 

From Savannah, the special agent 
went to Augusta to make an examina- 
tion into conditions there. 

‘Upon arriving in that city he got 
a boy to carry a bag to the hotel for 
him, and on the way questioned him 
as to his duties. This boy, who is 
14 years of age, declared that the in- 
mates of one “house” always give 
him a drink of whisky when he de- 
livers a message. 

“The other women,” he_ said, “pet 
me a lot, because Iam so small. I can 
get drinks for them in almost any 
saloon in town, because they Know I 
won't put the cops wise. The cops 
don’t care, anyhow.” 

When questioned regarding how he 
spent his idle moments, the messenger 
said he sometimes engaged in shooting 
craps. but that he was “unlucky.” 
Like all the rest, he smokes. 

The special agent asked for a mes- 
senger from another company, and a 
youth of 17 answered the call. This 
messenger declared that there was not 
much money in it for the big fellows 
because “they have little boys on the 
job.” He stated that he gambled, and 
once won the whole wages “from a 
little fellow.’ This boy, also, confess- 
ed to drinking both whisky and beer.

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THE PASSING THRONG © 
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By Smith Clayton. 

Thanks to B. M. Hall. I am able to 
flash a few sidelights on Porte Rico, 
that peaceable little possession of ours, 
of which we have heard so myonh ard 
really know so little. 

Mr. Hall was once an Atlanta ne}, 
He is now an Atlanta man again-——a 
very observant and intelligent one—for 
after having spent two" years and a 
half on the famous island, he is once 
again shaking hands with his many 
friends who are glad to learn that he 
has returned to stay. 

Mr. Hall is a fine civfl engineer, and 
a thorough master of irrigation engi- 
neering. For two and a half years te 
has been engaged onan irrigation proj- 
ect in Porto Rico, and has made a suc- 
cess at it. It is now well under way 
in that island, having been left in 
charge of excellent young irrigation 
engineers who went over with him 
from the west and now have the great 
work well In hand, the same being sys- 
tematized in divisions. 

Great Is Irrigation. 

Sugar cane lands in Porto Rico in 
an unirrigated state average in price 
about $200 an acre, and produce about 
two tons of sugar to the acre. But 
such lands as have been irrigated com- 
mang about $500 an acre, and produce 
five tons of sugar to the acre. This 
shows the enhancement value of proper 
irrigation. Last year about $18,000,000 
worth of sugar was exported from 
Porto Rico. This year, sugar to the 
value of about $25,000,000, will be ex- 
ported from the fsland. 

Products and Stock. 

Mr. Hall says that the finest beef 
cattle he eve? saw are raised in Porto 
Rico. It is ea fine stock country, the 
horses being of Arabian strain and, 
although rather small, make as good 
saddle animal as can be found any- 
where. The tobacco product is a great 
feature, some of the best tobacco in 
the world being grown there. ° 

The cigars are excellent, the best 
comparing most favorably in make and 
flavor with Havanas. Many smokers 
prefer the Porto Rican tobacco and 


| cigars to that of Cuba. Porto Rico is 


also a great orange-producing country. 
In the main the oranges grow wild. 
They are of sour and sweet variety, 
the latter being as luscious and palat- 
able as the Indian River fruit. 

While upwards of 80 per cent of the 
population have negro blood—there 
are many Spaniards and Frenchmen 
and excellent native Porto Rican fami- 
lies of the purest strain. There are 
also a large number of native Indians. 
Many American-born citizens are do- 
ing well on the island. 

Simply a Possession. 

Porto Rico is neither a state, a ter- 
ritory nor a province, but simply a 
possession of the United States. 

Is it a colonial possession? 

No tariff is now collected on Porto 
Rican products shipped to this coun- 
try. The island is allowed to collect 
on imports, and these, with the reve- 
nue which she is permitted to collect 
on tobacco, eta, are expended in Porto 
Rico for its upbulilding. 

The delegate sent to Weshington 
by Porto Rico has no vote in congress. 
but as a representative of the island, 
he can import much valuable tnforma- 
tion to this government. 

Strange as it may seem, Porte Rico 
imports codfish from our eastern shores 
large quantities. 

A Great Work. 
In speaking about the grand irrige- 
tion project of the United States gov- 
ernment in the Rio Grande country, 
Mr. Hall said that its cost so far was 
about $8,000,000, the great dam costing 
about $6,000,000. The power devel- 
oped irrigates about 200,000 acres, and, 
of course, greatly appreciating this re- 
claimed land in value. He spoke of a 
canal which once traversed the coun- 
try across the river from the eity of 
El! Paso. From researches made by 
Mr. Hall it was ascertained that this 
canal was about 3800 years old, and 
was capable of irrigating 20,000 acres, 

How the Tariff Cuts. 

“Let me show you how deep the ini- 
quitous tariff cuts in small things,” 
remarked an intelligent man. “A pock- 
et Knife is a necessity, I think. I 
used to buy a knife of a certain mant- 
facture imported from England, for 
50 cents. That knife now costs 765 
cents. A dealer telis me that the 
tariff caused the raise in price. Just 
50 per cent is the tax paid by pur- 
chasers of that knire now. It amounts 
to taxing a buyer 25 cents on a 60- 
cent knife. Suppose a man went into 
a hardware store and had to pay 25 
cents direct tax on a knife, how he 
would kick! And yet, the indirect tax

of 25 cents paid upon this particular 
knife, formerly selling for 50 cents, 
amounts to e@ same thing. But all 
purchasers don't think of this covert, 
sneaking, indirect tax! The tariff 
en @ spool of thread has been raised 
about 86 per cent. It is insidious— 
unseen, as it were. But what a how! 
would be raised if every time a pur- 
}chaser bought a spool of thread a 
direct tax of 25 per cent should be 
collected. Still, the effect on the 
consumer's pocketbook is just the same 
as if thet consumer were paying a di- 
rect. tax.” 
A Bigger Uilustraticn. 

“a railroad man told me this,” con- 
tinued the intelligent man. “When 
Vanderbilt bullt his two roads, one on 
the American side of Niagara river, the 
other along the Canadian side, he paid 
$1@ a ton for steel rails for his Ca- 
nadian Tine, and $28 a ton for those of 
hig American line. All of the steel 
rails were made in this country. You 
see in Canada there was competition 
and no tariff, but in Americe there . 
was tariff and no competition. That's 
where the $10 difference in favor of 
Canada came in. That's the way the 
tariff helped to make the gteel kings, 
money kings.” 

Very Old, But Very Good. 

Several years ago a man got on & 
pastenger train in Georgia and when 
the conductor came around handed 
him a ticket just twenty-nine years 
old. .It was plainly dated and had 
never been canceled, There was DO 
limit on it. The conductor took the 
ticket, but when he turned it in he 
was charged up with 17 cents, the 
amount paid dor the ticket, on the 
ground that it was out-of-date—too 
old to talk about. 

But the conductor declined to pay 
the price of the ticket until the man- 
ager of the road had passed upon it. 
That official pronounced the ticket 
good, and declared that the con- 
ductor had simply done his duty. The 
ticket being properly dated, 
limited, and not having 
used, there being no sign 
cancellation, was held to be 
simply a receipt for the money paid 
for it once, and the proof was the 
receipt in the form of the _ ticket. 
Had the conductor paid for the ticket 
it would have been equivalent @o [the 
railroad receiving pay for the ticket 
twice. which would have been clear- 
ly unequitable,

Great Damage in Ohio, 


Indiana and Ken- 
tucky. 


Cincinnati, O., July 17.—Torrential 
rains visited a large section of south- 
ern Ohio, northern Kentucky and 
southeastern Indiana today, adding to 
the large damage done by yesterday's 
cloudburst. 

So far as reported there was no loss 
of life today, though many persons 
were injured. At Silas Baptist church, 
near Paris, Ky., a bolt of lightning 
struck the church and a dozen worship- 
pers were seriously stunned. 

The damage to crops in the three 
states, within a radius of 60 miles of 
Cincinnati, it is estimated, will reach 
into the hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars.

PROFITS TAKEN 
BY STOCK BEARS 


New York, July 17.—The action of the 
stock market last week indicated the 
arrival of the speculation at a stage 
of profit taking and of review of past 
progress, with a disposition to pause 
and look for further developments in 
the shaping of the future. Profits for 
six months past have been on the side 
of the bears and the process realizing 
therefore involve some buying of stock 
to cover shorts. 

This buying went on in the presence 
of some of the unfavorable factions 
in the situation which had been fore- 
seen in the previous short sales. It 
was prompted partly by the percep- 
tion of the subsidence of the sales of 
stocks from real holders which must 


the short, side and partly by the per- 


ception of the extent to which the short 
interest had grown and the correspond- 
ing increase in the hazard of an un- 
covered position. The existence of 
these technical conditions in the mar- 
ket confused the real apeculative sen- 
timent and obscured the significance of 
the price movement as an index of the 
outlook. 

The anxiety of the uncovered short 
interest was manifest particularly in 
the resistance shown by the market to 
factors of positive depression and 
which were of sudden and unexpected 
development. Such was the false report 
put in circulation of an official state- 
ment attributed to tne German for- 
eign office couched in irritating terms 
for the United States government. 

The slump in the price of copper 
metal in London to the lowest price 
in a number of years and the suspen- 
sion of proposed railroad rate advances 
by the interstate commerce commission 
developed similar power of resistance.

Up to the present time no candi- 
Gate has been announced against Gov- 
ernor Malcolmn R. Patterson, eijher by 
the insurgent democrats or the regular 
republican forces, nor is there any 
likely to be named by the latter party 
until after the August election. Over 
in east Tennessee, the republican 
stronghold, several prospective candi- 
dates have been placed actually in 
the field, and Governor Patterson is 
now devoting his campaign speeches 
primarily to the support of judiciary 
candidates nominated at the regular 
democratic primary held in June. 

Intense Feeling. 

This judiciary election means the 
election of the judges of the supreme 
court of the state and the court of 
civil appeals. The present incumbents 
Of the benches are seeking reelection, 
being badly split and some have align- 
ed with the. administration forces, 
while the others are supported by the 
insurgent democracy of the state. [It 
is this contest which is now attract- 
ing wide attention and which is caus- 
ing such intense feeling. 

Three of the supreme judges de- 
clined to enter into the democratic 
primary, alleging Governor Patterson 
and his administration were attempt- 
ing to coerce the judiciary. Their 
partisans called a convention and these 
three were renominated. along with 
two others. The remaining two jus- 
tices entered into the primary and 
lined up with the administration party, 
thus securing renomination. Three op- 
position candidates were named to run 
against the three so-called bolting 
justices. The same state of affairs 
exists in the contest for the judgeships 
of the court of civil appeals. The re- 
Publicans declined to name a judiciary 
Gari and the-party is now divided 
n its support. mer ee 

Bitter Attacks on Patterson. 

Charles T. Cates, the 
general, is nominally the campaign 
manager for the insurgent faction. 
He has directed, in his speeches 
‘throughout the state, bitter attacks 
against Governor Patterson and his ad- 
ministration. The pardoning of Dun- 
can Cooper for the Slaying of the late 
United States Senator FE. W. Carmack 
Has been made an issue in the pres- 
ent campaign, and Governor Patterson 
has been bitterly arraigned for his 
action in issuing the pardon. 

On the other hand, Governor Patter- 
son has denounced Attorney General 
Cates and has charged him with using 
his official position in the handling of 
private lawsuits before the supreme 
court. The attaeks and counter at- 
tacks have been bitter and the feeling 
and tensity of the situation are daily 
becoming more acute. 

Both sides are claiming certain vic- 
tory, while the republicans of the state 
are standing quietly in the back- 
ground, apparently waiting for the 
psychological moment to launch their 
ship of state in the hopes that the 
democratic party will be so badly split 
in twain as to practically insure the 
election of their candidates, and the 
addition of Tennessee to the repub- 
lican column.

Steps Are Being Taken 
to Put the Law Into 
Effect. 


Washington, July 17.—Preliminary 
}steps have been taken at the depart- 
ment of justice for putting into effect 
the law enacted at the last session of 
congress for paroling United States 
prisoners, thus establishing a practice 
that had been adopted by probably 
one-half the states. The law has the 
warm approval of Attorney General 
Wickersham. 

It probably wil] be two or three 
months begore any actual paroling of 
federal prisoners will be taken. The 
first step will be the establishment of 
rules and regulations for the procedure 
of the board of. parole of each pen!- 
tentiary. These are to be subject to 
the approval of the attorney general. 

The board in each case is made up 
of the superintendent of prisoners in 
the department of justice at Washing- 
ton and the warden of each peniten- 
tiary. Robert V. Ladoy,  superin- 
tendent of prisoners, will feave Wash- 
ington later in the season to visit the 
penitentiaries at McNeil Island, Wash- 
ington, and Atlanta and Leavenworth, 
placing in motion the machinery to 
carry Out the law. 

The parole law contemplates’ that 
convicts whose prison records are g00d 
and who have served one-third of the 
terms to which they were sentenced 
may be released on parole in certain 
prescribed conditions.

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$26,445,699. PAID 
ON CORPORATION TAX 


Only About $400,000 Not Yet 
Received by the Gov- 
ernment.

‘TO PAOVE FAILURE 


Continued Rains Disas- 


trous to Fruit. 


Melons in Sumter County Small 
and the Crop Generally Will 
Prove Disappointment--Qual- 
ity of Melons Poor. 


Americus, Ga., July 17.—(Special.)— 
Sumter county, alcng with her vas? 
peach orchards, is one of the targest 
melon-producing counties of southern 
Georgia, but while the acreage plant- 
ed this year—probably 2,000 acres— 
ds larger than heretofore the crop will 
be a poor one, as a result of the con- 
tinued rains of a month. 

The fruit is rather scarce as yet, 
and the quality hardly up to the usual 
Standard of excellence, being watery 
and lacking in sweetness, 

Mr. B. F. Easterlin, one of the most 
extensive melon growers of Sumter, 
was in Americus yesterday and re- 
ported conditions unsatisfactory all 
around Andersonville. 

There are probably 1,200 acres in 
watermelons in that locality, Mr. 
Easterly stated, and the expected yield 
would have been four hundred car- 
Icads. Unfavorable seasons, however. 
have greatly damaged the crop, and 
now 200 carloads is considered a ful 
estimate. , 

Last year the growers around An- 
Gersonville realized handsomely from 
their melon fields. The fruit sold on 
the track there as rapidly as the cars 
could be loaded for shipment, and the 
money was paid over by the commis- 
sion men before a wheel turned under 
the cars. — 

This year, however, results will not 
be so good. The melons are rather 
small, and the crop generally will 
prove a disappointment. 


IN MEMORIAM. 


The death of Mrs. Sudie Daniel 
Rucker, on the 27th ult, was the 
termination of a most beautiful illus- 
tration of a mother’s love. Exactly 
three years before, her only son, Mr.

The third 
anniversary of his death and funeral 
marked her passing away and burial, 
and the sorrow of three years was 
doubly increased to the friends who 
had known and loved them both in 
life. 

Mrs. Rucker’s death is a_ distinct 
sorrow to many, but the memory of 
her good life is a source of abiding 
comfort and solace. 


UNITED STATES GROWS 
LOT OF FRUITS AND NUTS 


Great Increase Shown in the 
Production in Two 
Decades. 


Washington, July 17.—The United 
States is beginning rapidly to supply 
for its own use, fruits and nuts, which 
a few years ago were practically all 
imported from other countries. This 
applies particularly to certain kinds of 
fruits, such as oranges, prunes and 
raisins, while bananas, figs, walnuts, 
cocoanuts and almonds are still largely 
imported. 

Twenty years ago the imports of 
fruits and nuts were more than five 
times as great as the exports, the 
former being vauled at $21,000,000 
while the latter were valued at only 
$4,000,000. During the past fiscal year, 
however, the imports of this sort had 
increased to $36.000,000, while the ex- 
ports had gone up in value to $19,000,- 
000. 

in 1890 there were imported $2,600,- 
000 worth of oranges; in 1910 less than 
$100,000 worth; while more than $2,- 
000,009 worth were exported last year 
as compared with about $260,000 in 
1900. 

As to prunes, while $1,750,000 worth 
were imported in 1890, less than $50,- 
000 worth came in last year; whereas 
the exports of this fruit increased from | 
$1,660,000 in 1900 to $4,000,000. 

On the other hand the value of ba- 
nanas, almonds, walnuts and cocoanuts 
imported has increased during the last 
two decades; $6,000,000 worth of ba- 
nauas coming to this country in 1900 
as compared with $12,000,000 during 
the past fiscal year.

: WEEDS. 
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Farms and Farmers

Last week I made a short trip on a 
railroad in middle Georgia and was 
impressed in an unusual way by the 
condition of the crops along the way. 
In some fields the grass was thick and 
- Tank along in the rows of plants, and 
the middies were tolerably clean, or 
were occupied with small grass that 
Camg up since the last plowing. 
other fields it was vice versa—the cot- 
ton rows were clean, and the middies 
were very grassy. In still others, the 
entire surface was covered with a more 
Or less rank growth of grass. an 

In a few fields, possibly one-third of 
the whole cotton area in sight, the 
conditions were fairly good and the 
cotton in good shape. On the whole, 
the cotton crop of the area under this 
rapid-fire observation was believed 
to be one-third smaller as to height 
of plants than usual, and not less 
than two weeks later than the aver- 
age, and the stand below average. I 
don't see how the yield can possibly 
reach more than three-fourths of nor- 
mal, even with most favorable condi- 
tions. . 

One condition of badness certainly 
may not be overcome, and that Is the 
fact that the stand is quite imperfect, 
for it is impossible to secure a full 
yield without first securing and main-, 
taining a full stand. 

This grassy condition of the crop is 
bound to result in serious injury, both 
direct and indirect. At the time I 
observed the crops (July 12), the plants 
looked healthy and green, excepting 
on some wet, undrained soots, and s0 
far not injured. If cleaned of grass 
by some quick process that would not 
hurt the cotton, the prospect would 
not be nearly so bad—indeed, it would 
be nearly, if not quite, up to an aver- 
age. But there is the rub! If the 
grass be permitted to remain it will 
overpower and rob the cotton plants. 
If it shall be destroyed by the usual 
methods, much of the cotton ~will be 
greatly injured by the means used to 
destroy the grass. On many fields 
the grass will not be destroyed until 
frost kills it or it matures and dies 
@ natural death. : 

The unusua)! impression referred to in 
the first sentence of this’ article was 
this: Why not root out and destroy 
permanently the grass and weeds that 
infest our cultivated fields and that 
involve such a large expenditure of 
labor every crop season to keep them 
within bounds, and now and then, in 
Spite of every effort to prevent, cut 
the crop to one-half or even to as low 
as one-fourth of the usual yield. What 
if we were rid of crab grass, crowfoot 
grass, hurrah grass, pigeon grass and 
the whole brood of a dozen or more 
species, and at the same time, also, the 
plants usually distinctively called 
“weeds?”’ Of course, some of these 
grasses are valuable when in the prop- 
er place, but on the whole it might be}. 
show'n, possibly, that the labor required 
to contro] or get rid of them (tem- 
porarily, only) where not wanted, costs 
far more than they have ever been 
worth to the farmer. 

Now I do not suggest the doing 
away with grass entirely, by no means. 
The idea is to get rid of the weed- 
grasses, mostly summer annuals. All 
grasses are “weeds” if they grow where 
they are not wanted, or where they are 
out of place. Practically a “weed” 
is any plant that springs up of itself 
whether in fence corner, or cotton row, 
which serves no good purpose and is a 
constant source of danger to the crop 
in which it is found. If we had no 
weeds—using the term as just defined 
—in our corn and cotton fields, would 
there not be less occasion to plow and 
till the growing crops; and would not 
some farmers quit work in the fields 
as soon as stands were secured and 
regulated? Possibly some would, and 
to such, weeds are a blessing in dis- 
guise. But no farmer that half knows 
his business is going to quit plowing 
(tilling) his crop because it is clean 
of weeds. He knows that the sur- 
face must be kept friable and mellow, 
that the crust must be prevented or 
broken up. No good farmer plows 
his crop simply to kill the weeds or 
to keep them from coming up. 

We stir the soi] at a particular 
plowing mainly to conserve the mois- 
ture it then holds, against the fear 
of failure of the clouds to bring needed 
supplies in the near future. If it 
should rain regularly and plentifully, 
there would be no need to stir the soil 
as We now do—every ten or fifteen 
days—provided at the same time there 
be no weeds in the crop. But the facts 
are that at the very time when the 
croy is getting plenty of rain and even 
more than plenty, and really would 
need no plowing were it not for weeds, 
is the time for the weeds to do their 
worst: when to kill the weeds only, we 
are constrained to plow when the 
crop does not otherwise need plowing. 
and often when the soil is too wet to 
plow. 

What 
plowing, manuring, 
tivating, destroying » weeds, rots, 
branches and seeds, ought to be (it 
would seem) applicable to fleld opera- 
tions. For what is “high farming, 
“intensive farming,” two-bales-to-the- 
acre farming, 100 bushels of corn, or 
150 bushels of oats, etc., per acre farm- 
ing—what are these but garden meth- 
ods applied to field crops and large 
areas”? Does it pay to keep weeds 
from going to seed, or prevent their in- 
troduction from without, in managing

was then director), and published in 
October, 1895.

| said to have originated in northwest 
Georgia, as its name indicates, and is 
probably a seedling of the Hoosier, 
which it much resembles, and which 
shows with it, to some extent, its re- 
markable keeping qualities.

LOOKOUT MOUNTAIN POTATOES 
PLANTED IN MARCH. 
Eugene Morgan, Leesburg, Ga.—I 
Planied about two bughels of Lookout 
Mountain Irish potatoes March 16, 
in second year ‘new ground, of dark 
gray soil. They are about an inch 
high, but have no potatoes, although 
the vines are in a fairly green stage. 
I fertilized these potatoes with 200 
pounds 13—4 acid and potash; 160 
pounds 6—18 meal and 15 pounds mur- 
iate potash. Will these vines bear or 

are they past the bearing stage? 
The seed were from my last fall 
crop. Will this potato bear from sec- 
ond plarting, these being the first I 
have exer experienced? It is too early 
to plant for this fall? I planted about 
tre 15th of August last year, but 
did not get a good stand. Any in- 
formation will be much appreciated. 
Answer:—The fallure of your spring- 
planted crop of Lookout Mountain po- 
tatoes is probably  gufficiemtly ex- 


plained by the fact as claimed by the' 


originator of the variety and confirm 
ed by Georgia experiment station tests 
that it is worthless for spring plant- 
ing, but excellent for fall planting. In 
bulletin No. 29, of that station, pub- 
lished in October, 1895, there is a re- 
port of a test of 59 variletfes of Irish 
potatoes, by Horticulturist H. N. 
Starnes. The yields per acre varied 
from 137 bushels for the best, to 31 
bushels for Lookout Mountain, which 
was the 568th in point of yield. It 
seems that this variety requires cool 
fall weather to make a good crop. 
Can’t say whether or not yours will 
bear potatoes, but rather think they 
will not. (See answer to Boyce Bar- 
row, under head of “Lookout Mountain 
Potato.” iI planted my Lookout 
Mountain potatoes yesterday (July 8). 
I do not know what you mean by 
“6—18 meal.” You may plant as late 
as August 1, er even later, in your 
latitude. 

WHEAT CULTURE—LAND PEASICK. 

H. M. Conley, Morganton, N. C., R. 
D. 6.—Having so much confidence in 
your advice to farmers, I want to ask 
in regard to breaking 
land for wheat. I nave bottom land 
that was in corn last year, which has 
not been cultivated to anything this 
year, that I want to prepare for wheat 
this fall. 

1. When should I break it? 

2. Will breaking land in summer, 
without any cover crop, injure it if ex- 
posed to the hot sun through the sum- 
mer? 

Now, for fear you may suggest that 
I should have sowed land in peas in 
May or June, as I have so often done 
with good results, I will say that, from 
some cause or other, peas here in 
Burke county is almost a thing of the 
past, as we can’t raise them as we 
could some years back. As the pea has 
been of so much benefit to us in rais- 
ing wheat and corn, I will risk being 
too lengthy to ask, in your opinion, 
what is the matter? We used to plant 
them in corn, and raised abundance 
of them; sow them after wheat was 
cut and make more than we could 
harvest. Will not make more than half 
the vine they used to. 

3. Is there such a thing as land be- 
coming peasick? I think probably land 
that has been sown so much to peas 
needs a rest from them. In fact, it 
seems we will have to let it rest from 
them, as we can’t raise them to ad- 
vantage any more. 

Answer—l. If the land has not been 
cultivated in any crop this year, and 
has not been pastured, it is probably 
now covered with weeds of one sort 
and another. If these are not mowed 
down and removed, they should at least 
be turned under at once, using a good 
turn-plow, with weed chain or weed 
hook attached, for it should be remem- 
bered that wheat does not thrive if 
sown on land on which a considerable 
amount of vegetation has just recent!y 
been turned under. Wheat wants a 
well-broken but a compacted ‘surface 
soil, and the latter condition cannot be 
secured if the crop of weeds (or pea- 
vines, either) be turned under only a 
few weeks before seeding. 

2. Breaking the sand in summer 
without a cover crop will not material- 
ly injure it; but Jt would be better to 
sow in peas, or sorghum, or something 
that would quickly cover and shade the 
ground. Why not get the so-called 
“Iron” pea, that is resistant to the wilt 
disease, and also to nematodis (root 
worms). These are the two ailments 
that have seriously affected cowpeas 
for some years past, especially on old, 
worn sandy soils. Moreover, I would 
fertilize the peas with 200 to 300 
pounds of ere lee oy acid phosphate 
and potash, say 10—-2 or 12—2 acid and 
potash. 

8. Some-suppose that some soils are 
affected with something akin to what 
is called “clover sickness,” and I have 
no doubt they are correct, and that this 
something may be nematodis, or, more 
probably, cowpea wilt—a species of 
fungus. Some attribute it to lack of 
potash in the soil. Try the Iron pea, 
and apply fertilizers, or sow in soy- 
beans (soja beans), there being yet 
time if you will seed heavily.

This formu- 
la is 9.89——-4.23—3.75, and sells in Flor- 
ida for $65 per ton. Our guano analyzes 
10—-4—-4, and we sell it for $32.50. 
contended with a Florida man that our 
10-—-4—-4 was a fraction higher in plant 
food than his, and could be bought for 
just half the price. Now, for the 
benefit and the dplift of the farming 
class, come out in the Farm and Farm- 
ers’ Department and give us your view 
of the case and let that decide it. Why 
is not one manufacturer’s 10—4—4 as 
good as the other’s 10—4—4? 

Answer—-Assuming that the analy- 
sis in each case was correctly made, 
there is no reason why your 10—4—4 
should not be as much better than the 
9.89—-4.23—-3.75, as the figures repre- 
senting the analysis of yours are high. 
Some manufacturers claim that because 
their goods are based on “animal bone’’ 
(not acidulated) and in part of Pe- 
ruvian guano that they are therefore 
better and are worth more per ton 
than are goods made of acid phosphate, 
German potash salts and domestic 
sources of nitrogen—such as dried 
blood, cotton seed meal, tankage, etc. 
In my opinion, which is based on ac- 
tual experience at the Georgia Experi- 
ment Station, there is no just foun- 
dation for such claims. 

Nitrogen and phosphoric acid in Pe- 
ruvian guano is no more available and 
effective than are nitrogen and phos- 
phoric acid in our standard American 
fertilizers, and the former usually 
cost more.

Answer—Your description of the 
wen-like tumor is not sufficient to 
enable me to determine whether it is a 
wen or an umbilical hernia (rupture of 
navel), but I presume it is a wen. If 
so, the best treatment is to dissect out 
the sack entire, with its tontents, and 
then treat as a common wpund. Better 
have a V. S. to do it.

so she couldn’t get up without help. 
The next day her bag began to get 
hard and got so hard that the pigs 
couldn’t suck. She got some better, 
so she could get up and walk about. 
After bathing her bag with warm salt 
water it gradually dried up some, and 
now she seems to be affected most in 
the hind parts. While she was so she 
couldn’t get up without help. She lay 
down on four of the pigs and killed 
them, and only has two of them left 
out of six. I have been feeding this 
sow before and after she had the pigs 
on corn meal and kitchen slop. She 
has never been so she couldn't eat only 
about ope day, when she had the pigs. 
Answer—Your sow probably has an 
attack of the rather common ailment, 
paralysis of the hind parts. sometimes 
called “weak in the loins,” or “down 
in the loins.” Treat as follows: Give 
one ounce of castor oil with one or 
wo drops of croton oil in it. As soon 
as the physic operates give 8 or 10 
grains of iodide of potassium three 
times a day in. the drinking water, or 
put it in a little water and give with 
a spoon. In three days if she has not 
improved, give her from two to three 
drops of fluid extratt of nux vomica 
and ten to fifteen drops of oil of gaul- 
theria in a tablespoonful of sweet oil 
three times a day. Also rub the back, 
loins and hips once a day with com- 
pound soap liniment. Keep her shel- 
tered from sun heat, rain or cold.

I have seen many herds of goats, 
hogs and cattle run ‘down to be al- 
most worthless by inbreeding contin- 
ually, using same sires for many 
years, often on their own offspring. 

If breeder will make a steadfast 
rule to change males often, using on- 
ly pure bred males that beget good 
stock, keeping all young males of 
breeding age out of herds and flocks 
with mothers and sisters. we will 
s00n see a wonderful change for the 
better in style, quality and values of 
our herds.

pecans is practiced according to the 
season Of the year, the first being per- 
formed early in January or February 
and the last along in midsummer when- 
ever the scion attains sufficient size 
and firmness and the bark will slip 
easily. Both grafting and budding are 
rather difficult with pecan, hickory, 
walnut, é6tc., and require expertness in 
mr meng Rt usually possessed by 
a novice, bu ng requirin 
tool for the work. 3 een 3s 
Pecans do well on productive sandy 
soil in Florida, or elsewhere. Chicken 
manure is a good fertilizer for any 
plant, tree or crop that requires nitro- 
gen, which is true of the pecan for the

contain less nitrogen and more phos- 
phoric acid and potash. 


SECOND APLICATION OF FERTILIZ- 
ERS TO COTTON. 

A. R. Black, Bowdon, Ga.: I am a 
subscriber to The Constitution. I come 
for some advice in regard to fertilizing 
three acres of cotton; I mean putting 
the second application around the cot- 
ton. 

I have three acres of gray land, 
with clay subsoij to whith was applied 
300 pounds of 2—2—8 guano per acre, 
the same planted in cotton. It was 
planted April 21. The cotton is 12 
inches high. I am thinking of apply- 
ing 150 pounds of a 0—7—7 per acre 
about the first of July Please give me 
your advice about the same. The other 
guano was bedded on before the cot- 
ton was planted, Do you think a 
0—7—7 would give it too much potash? 
Answer me through The Constitution. 

Answer—As I have not advised, and 
do not appreve the practice of dividing 
an ordinary amount of fertilizers into 
two or more applications, Il am not pre- 
pared to say when would be the proper 
time for “putting the second applica- 
tion around the cotton.” I have, a 
number of times lately, discussed the 
expediency and wisdom of such prac- 
tice and my advice has always been to 
apply the entire amount (bed on it) 
before planting, except in cases where 
the nitrogen to be applied is in the 
form of nitrate of soda, which may and 
should be applied at two or more 
doses, the first with the seed at plant- 
ing and the remainder not much later 
than June 20, say 30 pounds at planting 
and one-half the remainder at chop- 
ping-out time, and the other half about 
June 20—or possibly tater. The total 
amount of nitrate should be such that 
the entire application of fertilizer, in- 
cluding the portion bedded on, weuid

Answer—lIt is impracticable to more 
than guess what would be the analy- 
sis of a mixture of “one part meal 
(cotton seed meal) and three parts 
of hulls.”” You should give the num- 
ber of pounds of each.
